PRIVATE INDUSTRY AND SHIPS. 


The Commissioner of Navigation in a report j poor. The President's plan to develop the ilon- i <<-^ she 


to Secretary of Commerce Redfield dated De-jroe Doctrine into a Pan-American Union is en- 
cember 20th, submits a statement of the num- 
ber of merchant vessels being constructed in 
American shipyards at the present time. There 
are ninety-eight, ships of over 3000 tons dis- 
placement, thirteen of which are over 10,000 
tons.

Thirty-three shipbuilding firms are at 
work on-these new ships, which will have a total 
registered tonnage of 761,511 tons.
